day. He proposed a mercantile to 
help solve Narberth's financial 
troubles. The hearing was con- 
tinued to January 7. 

Fleer represented a group of 25 
Narberth residents opposing the 
.Borough's petition to the Court for 
a tax increase of 3.73 mills for 
general purposes. With his pro- 
posed budget slashing, he said, the 
millage increase could be cut ap 
proximately two mills. 

The petition for a millage in- 
crease was drawn up by Council 
at a special meeting October 28, 
after a. new state law was passed 
permitting boroughs to . raise the 
tax rate for general purposes from 
a maximum of 15 mill'es to 20 mills, 
providing such action was approved 
by the County Court. The Borough 
tax rate for general purposes is 
now 15 mills. 

Fleer charger that certain of the 
items in the budget were not actu- 
ally necessary and that if they were 
cut or removed entirely, Narberth 
residents would not suffer undue 
hardship. The items which he con- 
sidered unnecessary he listed as 
follows : 

The hiring of a sixth patrolman 
plus the cost of his uniforms, 
$3400; the erection of a rest room 
building on the ball field, $1500; 
the erection of a new grandstand, 
$500; an allowance of $1500 for the 
planning commission. 

He also said an Increase of "$1500 
for the library budget
